AST  year  I published  two  descriptive  Iris  lists  after  the  Iris 
blooming  season,  and  I had  intended  to  defer  the  publication 
of  all  Iris  lists  this  season  until  after  the  blooming  season,  but 
I am  receiving  so  many  requests  from  customers  asking  for 
price  lists  and  quotations  on  certain  varieties,  that  I have  decided  to 
publish  this  preliminary  list  with  the  assurance  that  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  the  blooming  season  I will  publish  a descriptive  catalogue. 
The  prices  quoted  are  for  single  rhizomes  to  be  delivered  after  the 
blooming  season.  Experienced  Iris  growers  will,  of  course,  know  that 
rhizomes  shipped  in  July  are  much  smaller  than  those  shipped  in 
September  and  October,  but  they  also  know  that  the  small  rhizome 
planted  in  July  or  August  makes  a better  plant  in  the  customer’s 
garden  the  following  year,  than  the  rhizome  of  the  same  variety  twice 
as  large  planted  in  late  October  or  November.  Irises  planted  in  July 
and  August  do  not  usually  show  much  growth  above  ground,  but 
during  the  fall  months  they  send  out  the  roots,  and  store  up  strength 
in  the  rhizome  for  excellent  growth  the  following  season. 

This  is  not  by  any  means  a complete  list  of  the  varieties  I will 
offer  this  season,  but  it  contains  some  of  the  varieties  which  Iris  lovers 
seem  very  anxious  to  secure  before  the  supply  is  exhausted. 

I believe  every  root  in  my  garden  is  true  to  name,  but  should  any 
root  which  I send  out,  prove  to  be  untrue,  I will  return  the  price 
paid  me  for  it. 

Terms — Cash  with  order. 

Irises  will  be  sent  by  express  and  customers  can  pay  transportation 
charges  upon  arrival  of  shipment.  When  only  a few  Irises  are  ordered, 
purchasers  may  remit  five  cents  extra  for  each  root,  and  the  Irises 
will  be  shipped  by  insured  parcel  post.  If  six  or  more  roots  are 
ordered  shipped  by  parcel  post,  remit  thirty  cents  additional  for  each 
dozen  roots.
